| bf: Andto that end, (when the aid Peace and V- 
nion was fully ratified and confirmed ) reieCing all 
other points , not onely refuſed to agree vnto the 
fid Letters Patents, and Peace made; but alſo vt- 
terly denyed to ſubſcribe vato the Ammeſtia, (where- 
by we, by:the late Emperours Redulphus, of famous 
memory, conlenr, were fully and wholly reconciled 
together, andall reyenge od euill will to, ſurccaſe 
"andbeended) but rathes ſought by allthe meanes 
they could praQtiſe and:deuiſe , wholly and altoge- 
ther to diſfolue and exterminate. the ſame; and to 
many men daily fſhewed their wicked and malicious. 
intent: whereas, before they were not. onely ſecret, 
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- and take' from -our preſent Lord and foueraigne 


be notorious Herertikes : with whom, according to 
a maxime of their Papifticall doQrine, they arc not 
bound (as they teach ) tokeep or hold any faith or 
promiſe :- gining alſo divers other come yoee: and 
infamons names, both vnto vs, and the doArine of * 
the Goſpell, to the great contempt of our Religion 
of recciuing vnder both kindes; and not onely that, 
bur alſo in their ſcandalous writings affirme, all 
thoſe thar vſe the ſame Religion;, asalſo,allthart are 
not conformable ro the Romiſh Religion, to bee 
worthy of , and'to hane deſerued all kinde of In- 
famic and puniſhment ; animating the Secular Ma- 
giſtrare with fire and ſword , to perſecute all thoſe 
that profeſſe the recceiuing'of the Communion vn- 
dcrborhikindes.

Religion :. the ſaid enemics of this 


ecrs Patents, and his Graces ſpeciall Conſent, had 
-made ProteQorsand Super-intendents of ourReli- 
gion, .at variance : by that meanes not onely vtterly 
to with-draw them from their functions, but alſo 
wholly to ſubuertand-onerthrow our Religion. For 
in open Afſemblics, when by meancs of their wic- 
ked and ſecret. conſpiracies, . they had ſowed con- 
tention and hatred among thoſe of our Religion: 
when the ſaid Ynion for Religion on our parts was 
made, and his Maieſties Letters Patents .in Parlia- 
- ment rehearſed, as alſo a generall confirmation of 
all our immunities , and priniledges of this King- 
dome , confirmed by his ſacred Maicſtic our King 
now raigning , were in ſpecte related; (purpoſely to 
further their wicked and malicious intents: ) they 
were by them diuerſly and contrarily interpreted. 
Sometime with great promiſes, and then againe 
with threatnings of incurring the Emperours Ma. 
ieſtics indignation , they ſought ro diſſwade and 
rerrifie the ſaid* Super-intendents from perſcuering 
in the protection by them vnderraken: and by thar 
meanes made ſuch as in their profeſſion of Religi- 
3 were not well grounded and confirmed,to doubr 
and to waner; bringing others, by promiſes and 
hopes of dignities, to yecld ro them, | by fearing 
and doubting to be wholly diſgraced andreieQted of 
men, asallonottoloſe the benefice of carthly pre- 
ferment; and fo, ere they were aware, forſaking the 
Truth once by them acknowledged and receiued, 


#dll fom'theſame, co ioyne with themintheirerts- 
mipudoQrine 2:25 nolti forty bo aro rn 
-  Then/proceeding further, hauinggotrenand ob- 
rained -higher Offices and Dignities , not onelyby 
Princely authority, and vertucioftheir Offices , but 
-alfo by the 'Emperours Maieſties Regents; . they 
found meancsto'diſplace and thruft diucrs old and 
well-deſeruing perſons ofthe Kingdome our of their 
Offices, and in the ſame to put other Captainesand 
adherents of their owne Religion,” and' by them 
troubled and molcſted the peopleforReligion : cau- 
fing them, vader prerence of remporall offences, to 
be puniſhed andtormented. And ſuch Miniſters as, 
by. authority from his Maieſtic, were permitted to 
preach the fiir Religion, in divers Villages, 
they likewiſe diſpfaced;and purtothers therein of the 
contrary Religion. Andin the Townes of Prague, 
they alſo tooke ſuch order , that thoſe of the Papiſ- 
ricall Religion obtained the chicfcſ Offices , who 
by ſubcill praQiſes and threatnings , found mcanes 
by their importunities, to dealc in ſuch ſort with dt- 
vers Officers, -and Counſellers of the reformed Re- 
ligion, that they were conſtrained to'do whatfocuer 
they defired and commanded. | | 
- Foraſmuch therefore, as that it toucheth vs the 
Burghemaſters' and Councell, both of the{old, 
new, and leffer Townes of. Prague, which arc 
of. the Bohemian Profeſſion, and communicate vn- : 
der both kinds: That whereas we and our Predece\- 
ſours, as alſo the reſt of the Citics profecfling the 
Religion , by a full confent and agreement made by 
them and vs, vnder our handsand Scales, at To

. on-paine of incurring perpetuall ſhame and infamie: WF 

Asalfo, that by the tenor of the ſaid Letters Patents Fans 

| - and Mectings , we were ftrialy bound , when or at 

- what time ſocuer, the Protectors of our Religion, ' 
and of the Vaiuerſitic of Prage, ( hauing any thing. 
concerning the ſaid Letters Patents, and our. Relis 
$9070 be determinedand deliberated vpon ) toge- 

er with themſclues ſummoned, the Lords of his 
Maicſties 'Councell;, and the Tudges of both the 
Lawes to determine the ſame, there ſhould ſixe per- 
ſons out of cach Towne of Prage, as alfo out of 
every other Towne of our Religion , bee called to 
thoſe Mectings: VWhich we did not ſo well know, 

_ and that becauſe at. thoſe Meetings, Offices in 
Townes and Cities of this Realme were oftentimes 
innouated and changed ; asalſo,that by thoſe of the 
contrary Religion, that ſate and were mingled a- 
mongſt vs, and by. other meanes, we and our Pro- 
teors were much hindred in our proceedings; whe 
before the Emperours Maieſties departure from 
hence, exptelie Commiſsion was giuen vnto. the 
Emperours Officers , all Papiſts., throughout the 
Townesof Prage, that they, contrary toall ancient 
cuſtome, ſhould rake vpon them to enquire of the 
foundations of the Reformed Churches, as alſo to 
dcalc and meddle with the reuenewes thereof , w_

proceedings. Adding further”, that all of vs, with 
one full and free conſent, had agreed notro-haue a- 
ny otherProrector of our Cauſe and Religion, but 
onely the Emperours facred 'Maieftie : whereby 
what injury might thereby hereafter be done vnto 
vs, and inthe meane time , toallthoſe of our Reli- 
gion, all men of equall and ſound iudgement may 

well ſee. - ot 
| Wherefore, perceining our ſclues to bee decet- 
ued , and'in an. error; and further, that it was told 
VS, 


- with all our powerand mig 


vs,that as touching the ſupreme defence and pro- 


re&ion of our Religion in this Realme, inour Pre. 
facc of the Bohemian Confeſſion, which is printed, 
this is therein openly comprehended and ſer down; 
That all the three Eſtates of the reformed Religj- 
on, and their Prortefors and Conſfiftories ,, would 


- haueno other Defendernor ProteQor (next vnder - 


God) but onely the Emperours Maieſty, our moſt 
gracious and Soueraigne King, and thoſe to whom 
by the conſent and certaine knowledge of his ſacred 
Imperiall Maicſty, ſhould by all the:three Eftates of 
the reformed Religion, be choſe to haue the ouer- 
ſightand care of their ſaid Confiſtorics. EY 
For theſe,and many other iuſk and reaſonable cau- 
ſes, wee the ſaid ſuperiour States, have at this pre- 
ſent aflembled together in the Caſtle of Prage, both 
for, and inournames, and for thoſe of all the three 
Effatcs of our religion (which haue not refuſed, nor 
gone bietom te proteQion, which for our reli- 


- gion is appointed, nor by nomeancs will be drawne 


from it } by writing to make our reaſonable excuſe 


- inthis caſe, vnto his Imperiall Maicſtic,and therein 


haue fo much preuailed, that they once againe haue 
all fairhfully proteſted to ioyne with vsin the ſame; 
&Wefor our parts haue vndertaken both preſently, 
& promiſc in timeto Fs uh maintain and vphold 

,cuen to the laſt gaſpe, 
all wharfocuerbelongeth, appertainerth vnto,or con- 
cerneth the Emperors Letters Patents , and the 
Contents thereof, for our defence , { fo they bee in 


fuch ſort ioyned, as thatthe one cannorfubliſt with- 
outthe other) and be done with his Imperiall Ma- 
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ſoucraigne.Lord:, is otherwiſe: employed'in diners 


 waighty affaires and buſineſſe concerning 'theeftate 


of Chriſtendome ingenerall, and thereby'is'tior a- 
ble to rememberand thinke vpon allthe immunities 
and priviledges, *contra@ts, compadts ; and: grants 
conccrning theRealme;thatthey might ſet his Ma- 
iefty-atdiſcord with theſayd three Eſtates of the re- 
formed religion, and to mooue him\to'grantfuch 
commiſſion to them, (which without doubris 'con- 
trarytothe ſaid Letters Patents, ) they: have giuen + 
out by writing” to; his:'Maiefty, that'in the ſaide 
Letcers Patents, -& contratof Ynion, it is not con- 
tained, that.ſuch ſubieQs as are belonging vato 
Cloyſters;. ſhould hane. anyiright or authority to 
build themfelues Churches; whereas that isnot re- 
ferred to their owne iudgements, buras it is ſaid be- 
fore, is committed to both parts, that is, thar if any 
queſtion ſhould riſethercof;, Jawfulliudgement and 
determination ſhould be made and giyen therein by 
an equallnumber of perſons of both religions there-

ces, and Priuiledges, which belong, and are. given - 


by the Emperors Maicſties 'Eetters Patents vnto 
thoſe of the reformed Religion: The faid Lenters 
Do Patents amongother things ſpecifying(that contra.

Prohibition, which in any ſortmight hinder, or ler

their meanes, at common and ordinaty-Aﬀemblics, 
Courts, & expeditions vied al} mannerof hard pro- 
ceedings andcourſes againft_ thoſe 'of the Religion :

vpon our three Eftates of che Religion-, beeing the 
Emperors Maicſtics true and faithful SubieRs,(be-. 
ſides the. former. ouer-hcauy-. burthens layd-vpon 
vs & our pooreſubics) for the ſpace of fiuc yeares, 
being moſt greatand, intolerable raxations'& con- 
tributions. ( towards. the; paying of his. Maieſties 
debts) which we willing] EN vnto, in hopethat 
the ſame would ar Jen th eca meanes of ynburthe- 
ning vsof onr wrongs... This notwithſtanding, aſter 
our Afſembly was broken vp, (by the ſollicitation of 
diuers of the Countries enemies) there could - an- 
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per could not the ſaid written reſolution from. his

Arch-biſhop. of Prage ,” commanded the' new 
Church atCloyſtergrave(the building whereof coſt 


a greatiſumme of -moncy', and whereunto ſome'of 


the Eleftors, Princes of Germany ,” and other No- | 


ble-men, had liberally contributed) 'in contempt of 
the -Goſpell' to be: defaced, throwne downe;, vt- 
terly ſpoiled, and laid cuen with the ground -: 'And 
likewiſe commanded thoſe of Bruna ( contrary to 
the Vnion)to deliuer their Church vnto.the Abbor, 
and:not to vic it, and to leaue the keyes thereof in 
the.

dren , were held priſoners. 

This being done, in ſuch manner as you haue 
heard, and among many other things, divers'and 
ſundry gricuances and oppreſſions in ſeuerall pla- 
ces ſtill were committed and done, and fromthe 
faid places certified vato the ProteQors y who by 
the common people. were blamed and taxed, and 
charged not-tohate done their beſt cndenouts' to 
letand withſtand them: Wee the chiefe Officers, 
theKings Maieſties Councell, and Iudges of both 


Lawes; asalſoſixe perſons out of cuery Iuriſdition _ 


of theiReligion aſſembled together in Prage'at a 
certaine day thereunto appointed: where being met, 
we: with themi;] deliberarely- conſidering vponthe 
matter, defiring to! proceed peaccably and quietly 
therein; did nothing elſc in _ Aſſembly, but _

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leſlie, which weſent'vneo Viana, we wonld humbly
